VIGOROUS DOCUMENT

He Will Handle the San Francisco
Sehool Question Without
Gloves.

INDIGNATION OF CALIFORNIANS

The Administration Will Take Ad-
vanced Ground Regarding the Doc-
trine of Fedoral Bupremacy
over State Sovereignty.

CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—A dispatch to

the Chicago Record-Herald from
Washington says:

A specinl message on the Japaness
question and the California school
problem supplementary to the discus-
sion of these same subjects by Pres-
tdent Roosevelt in his regular message,
will be ment to Congress from the
White House next Tu-sday, It In
stated authoritatively that this mpe-
elal message will be more vigorous In
toné than the former communication
and will not be calenlated to cool the
indignation of Californiana previous-
ly aroused.

The special message, moreover,
anide from its local applieation, will
be ong of the most Important com-
munications In the entire list of those
sent to Congress by the present exeo-
utive, ' It will bring to a direct lasue
tha centralization scheme of govern-
ment, which Is likely to form the cll-
max of endeavor on the papt of the
Roosevelt administration.

The administration is about to take
alvanesd ground regarding the doe-
trine of federa! supremacy ovér state
poverelgnty. The Japaness question
mised In connection with the publie
schools of California has supplied the
opportunity to give forcible expression
to the mighty scheme of centralization
that Is to he perfected If possible.

It is not possiblo at this writing to

forocnst In detall what the President |

will gay In his secohd message on the
Japanese question. Accompanying his
mossage, which, It Is understood, will
be a full explanation of the admin-
{stration's projected policy as to the
mpremacy of federnl over state power,
will he the report of the special In-
vestigation of the Ban Francisco
school question made by SBoaretary of
Commerce and Labor Matoalf. Re-
gardless of the pature of this report,
the Presldent will adhere vigorously
to the position taken by him in his
regulation message, which was writtén
before he left Washington to visit the
Canal sons and before he had any-
thing at all from Secrstary Metealf.

But as o the Metcalf report, It has
been learned that its nuthor found
much to condemn in the matter of the
treatment of Japanesé outsida of the
school question, His report, In fact,
will furnish & neaw l.éﬂmtlim. It will
ghow, It I8 understood, labor unlon
tyranny over Japanesa which nffects
the rights held to be theirs by treaty
In even more pronounced manner than
anything connected with the school
embrogllo.

Rockereller Syndieate Secures Val-
" uable Concersions.

IN THE CUNGO FREE STATE

Company Called the International Con-
go Lumber and Mining Company
Has Beon Organized to Finance
the 8ohame.

NEW YORK, Dec, 14 —According to
the official bulletin of the Congo Free
State, It is learned here the rights con-
ferrod upon the Ryan-Guggenhelm-
TRockefoller syndicate by royal decree,
danter November 0 Iast, give It the
right to prospect for metale over the
whale of the unassigned publle domain
In the Congo Free State for a perlod
of slx years, Whatevér mines are es-
tablished by this exploration may be
worked for 88 years, but one out of
every three i to become the property
of the state at once. A company
called the International Congo Lum-
ber and Mining company has beon or-
gnnized to finance the concesslon, Tt
has a capital of 3,500 shares, one-half
of which shall b taken by the Amer-
foan syndicate. The other half stays
In the hands of Belginn capltalists
who lave alrendy begun developlng
the country. The syndicate has paid
$160.000 down and it ls pledged 1o
bring the total payment for ita half
of the concession up to §1,600,000. The
grant covers an aren of 7,600,000 acres,
pesides mining rights, the syndleate
has & grant of about 741,000 acres of
forest land and the right to harvest g
rubber producing plant, sald to Dbe
Ilke the Mexlcan guayule, over an
area of 2,470,000 norea. The kyndl-
cata Tholds the patent rights for ex-
traoting rubbeg from this plant. The
concesalon for the use of Ita proceeds
involven an ngrécment to replant fitty
teot of the plant for ever 200 pounds
of the rubber extracted, Besides the
concesslon of 2,470,000 acres, the syn-
dloate has mecured rights to 180,000
neres on each ban  kof navigable
streams and a ten-year option In 1,-

000,000 additional acres.
